There are many indications to show 


that for a year or two to come a judi- 
cious cmploymo it of as much labor as 
can be 
conveniently managed will 


prove tho best economy. Thousands 
of farmers have become discouraged. 
Ihey are either selling, renting or 
otherwise putting their farms wheie a 
lessened product will bo probable The 
consumption of food products is in- 
creasing all the moro rapidly because 
prices are low. It is only a question 
of time when tho demand will equal 
our probable supply. We rely largely 
now on the demand from England for 
food products in the marketing of our 
suiplus. 
Within nfteen years this 


country will hav» added to its own 
population a larger number of people 
than now inhabit all the British isles, 
and their food consumption will, wo 
may reasonably hope, be m still larger 
proportion. Long before this time- the 
increase in food products will come 
from the improvement in faMmmg, se- 
'cunag a greater crop per acre, rather 
than from an inciease in the area under 
cultivation 


These conclusions point directly to 


tho economy of greater expenditures 
in the direction offarm improvement 
That thero have been times when such 
expenditures could not be afforded in 
competition with tha cheap virgin soil 
of tho West is quite certain 
The poor 


farming^\hich has existed in this coun- 
trv lias been almost a necessity, con- 
st! aimug those who would wish to do 
better as well as the naturally shiftless 
and laz> 
It is ono of tho reasons why 


so many enterprising young men have 
ibandou< d a pursuit where the more 
rapid exhaustion of the soil by running 
OVPI 1 irge areas of land with much 
hard work were the conditions of suc- 
cess 
II is onl) when tho conditions 


favor good farming that men who 
i\uuld like to take pride in it will on- 
gago in the business.—If 
Y Herald

It wag a mighty war waged by patriots m d-1- 
feneeof liberty, a rebellion brought on HI tho 
ipteroftt of slavery, and cruflhed by the bloo I of, 
a liberty loving people, to demoustrato Umt a 
*'fl;overnmeDt of the people, by tho people. Hint 
for the p oplo" could not be overthrown either 
by foreign intrigue or domestic atnfe. t« prove 
to tyrants that the people have not oulj tho win- 
dow and power to mkky thoir own laws, but tho 
gemaa aud fortitude to euforce them on the held 
of battle, e\en at the oannon'e mouth It wae the 
declaration of the flupreoie authority of tho 
gpveranent ot the United States, and tho dem- 
on strati on of ita power to euppreea ineursectKin 
id every qnarter of the land, and crush out trou- 
eon where for it might lift ita bead. It was a war 
earned on by men whose patriotism BQTJ them 
tbe firmnats lo die at the point of tho bayonet 
rather than »ee their country become tho death 
bod ot Pr*odom and the crar«>ard of Republi- 
can Liberty. 
The southern rebellion was tho creature of 
slavery. Thataocoraed InetituUou, which our 
fathers believed wonld peri eh in tho holds of lo- 
c&l legislation, had aaaoioed control of the fed- 
eral goverami*Dt, ant* haying ontronchod itsolf 
bchjiuttbo baJwarkn of freedom, it menaced 
with dftath, all T»ho rofueed to bend tho b'uppli- 
ant knete to ita arrogant pretenaioBs. It threat- 
eaad a dissolution of the Union againstany par- 
ty4iBlodgiDgit from power, ID 1800, when it«

struck, or spoke la whispers, realizing the 
dreadful result which would bring the band of 
brother against brother lu the frightful Btrug- 
glo ol' an Internecine war. They could not 
bellove that plavory had In fact appealed from 
the liberty of the ballot to the lorco of tho 
cannon's bad. There were low moaoinge for 
compromise and childish sobe for peace. But 
the "Irrepressible conUiol" had come. A chaV- 
leiigo to mortal combat bad been given to tbo 
supremacy ot the federal government. R 
could not bo declined. The United States bad 
to assort Its authority and eulorco Its laws or 
fall forever from tho cations of earth. The 
Una! butt o between Liberty and Slavery wai 
about to take place. The tempest of treason 
was raiting against the ramparts of the Union. 
Tho Ship of btato was launched In the ocean 
of Rebellion, and Ebe must rise above Us 
wavcu or sink beneath its billows I Tho plans 
ol the slave-holders had been so skilfully laid 
and eo cunningly executed that the new ad- 
ministration entered upou tho discharge of its 
duties without an army» without a navy, with- 
out money and without credltl 
With our 


forts In the hands of the Insurgents, our coun- 
try divided by party, and one-third of Its peo- 
ple in open rebellion, wo presented to the 
world a picture of helplessness which might 
have bailled tbo sagacity of Hannibal, or ap- 
pal led tho geulus of Napoleon. 
The weakness ol tho republic was then felt 
for the tlrbt time. We hart gained our Inde- 
pendence nut only with the powerful aid of 
Franco. We hud defeated Great Britain In tho 
war of 181% but that occurred when England 
was cngagod In a life and death struggle with 
tho most extraordinary military genius the 
world hud ovor seon. 


"We might ha\o gained our Independence 


without foreign help and maintained U agalnet 
tho combined nations of tbo world; butoould 
wo crush an insurrection of our own citizens, 
a rebel.ion comprising eleven millions ol peo- 
ple, more colossal m Us proportions aud ex- 
haustlees lu its resources than over had sunk 
beneath the gigantic v»avcs of monarohy or 
fallen before the iJamascus blade of despot- 
Ism/ The kin fB of toe Old World 8old "No." 
The people sft(d •'t'es." Brave patriots trem- 
bled with lear; grave statesmen shook their 
heads In doubt. The urlatoorala of England 
and tho autocrats ot Continental Europe de- 
clared our system of government weak, un- 
able to meet tho emergency ot a civli war. 
The llboi ty loving toilers of the Old World be- 
llovod this republic to bo their only star of 
hopo. Would it lall lorovcr fiom the oonstol- 
latkm of Freedom.-1 tuch a momentous Issue, 
tbo people ol oai th never eaw before; perhaps 
will never see again. Tho Ireodoin of mankind 
was staked on the throw of toe die; the des- 
tiny ol republican governments o\erywhero 
WUB banging In the balance, a gossamer might 
turn tbeecalo, the eyes ot helpless humanity 
woie resting on this Hopubllc. The crowned 
heads of Europe woio watching every move 
utih quaking hearts aud trembling diadems, 
lest wo should succeed, vihl.o their hapless 
subjects were giuiiiK with tear-dimmed eyes, 
and a hope ukln to despair, lest wo should lall. 
The cloud of rebellion cast a shadow like 
midnight, as It rolled In dark and swelling 
masses ttcroos thy slty of the Union. The tinal 
battle Dei ween Liberty and Slavery waa Inevi- 
table, and bravo men with throbbing hearts 
and quUering jips said, "Let it come."

Party llnea wero 
torgotten, Douglas and Lincoln, opponents 
lor the piualtl incy, woie ooheaguea lui their 
country, rivals loi oillcc they were allies for 
hutniitiity; divided In peaco, thoy wero united 
In uiu, aud stepping liko brothers Iroin tho 
low piUllorm t)l pui ty to Iho high piano of pa- 
tilutisui, they declared there was no middle 
Ifiound, tbon were only patriot" and traitors 1 
Instantly, like ningle, Irotn the coasts ot New 
Erig tiiul, and the gold n Inos ol California:

Urefldua, t h t l r sorrowing irlentlsand helpless 
wives and on! dren, and marched with Bturdy 
hoarts, quiet nervcH.imd measured tread over 
ovory lucli of 10! ellioua loriltory iroiH the 
Delaware to tho Kio Grande. They met tho 
entniy bravely on ovory battle Hold, they car- 
ried our Insulted Hag Into every quarter 
whcro Its honor had been assailed, and wheth- 
er thro c \ i l < r Ihro' good report, amid tho 
sunshine or joy 01 tlio clouUs ot sorrow:

When 
the scrp^ntot tre'lBOL colled his crushing folds 
around tbo vilals of tho nation, they rushed 
to their country s relief wlta tho same Intre- 
pidity and desperation a father springs to the 
reset.c ol his Jmperhcd chLd.

A FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


How a Flock of Hungry Ravens Attacked 


and Nearly Killed a Dog. 


The Echo de la Frontiers, a journal oi 


|the Department of the North, recentlj 
gave an account of a remarkable oc- 
icurrence in that part of the country. 
It was to the effect that some ravens 
ithat were starving during the snowy 
•weather of January had pounced upon 
a dog and devoured him. 
Wishing to 


(assure ourselves of the truth of the 
(statement, we wrote directly to the 
Superintendent of the Saint Albert 
glassworks, who, at our request, kindly 
gave us some accurate data upon the 
subject 
Wo reproduce a portion of 


his letter: 


My dog, which was a long-haired 


Scotch terrier, waa playing with some 
other don in » field adjoining the 
works, when he was attacked by some 
ravens that wero doubtless famished. 
He was abont two hundred feet from 
the building when the workmen saw 
him surrounded by the birds. There wera 
at least one hundred^ the latter in tike 
field, but only abont thirty of them had 
attacked him. Theee at hrat surround- 
ed him on every side, but soon divided 
into two bands. Some flew in front of 
the dog, others behind him, pushing 
him forward. Those in front of him 
roso to a height ot abont six feet and 
swooped down upon him, and always 
struck him in the same place. 
The 


dog, which had at first tried to defend 
himself, endeavored to escape, but the 
ravens in front and behind prevented 
him, and kept continually lacerating 
him with their bills. They had put out 
one of his eyes, had made a deep wound 
in his neck, and would certainly have 
picked him to pieces upon the spot had 
not a boy of the establishment been 
sent to his relief by the workmen. 


When the dog was picked up, the 


ravens, far from flying away, remained 
near the earth, rather aggressive than 
timorous. They remained for some 
time at the spot whence their prey had 
fceen token, while the boy ran to tho 
•work with tho poor faithful dog, which 
bad to be killed two days afterward, 
ou account of his wounds. 


This account gives astriking example 


of the terrible fight for life that all 
llhrtng beings are compelled to under- 
take against each other here below in 
order to exist. 
It also shows how 


much temerity 
and 
audacity 
the 


cruel necessities of hunger will some- 
times inspire an animal with. 


It will bo seen that tlie way in which 


the dog was attacked may ba cited in 
support of the raven's intelligence. 
fThese bands of assailants, separated 
iinto two camps of observation, m the 
[midst of which so mo individual as- 
JBaulfced the victim, certainly obeyed an 
Unranized plan of attack. 


Count Wodzicki, >a his book named 


'"The Alps," has, ite a conscientious 
bbserrer, described the habits of rav- 
ens, and he tclli us tliat he has several 
times seen these birds devouring a hare 
that they had pursued, after charming 
it with their croakinga and forcing it 
to rude in tho ground. 


As well known, rave»s, which among 


birds play tho samu part tho fox does 
among mammals, .sometimes eat barn- 
yard fowls; but it had never been heard 
that they wero capable of giving battle 
to a dog, even of qtuto small size. The 
fact has appeared to us of interest to 
put upon record. It shows that during 
winter, when the ground is covered 
With snow, thMe birds may prove dan- 
gerous. 
These audacious plunderers
